South Vietnam Readies for New invasion: U.S. VIPs 


SAIGON (AP) — U. S. officials 
expect to earm ark hundreds of 
vehicles, including helicopters, 
for use of visiting congressmen 
and their staffs in Vietnam over 
the next four weeks. Dozens of 
commissioned officers will be 
diverted to escort duty. 
Two senators — Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., and Joseph 
S. Clark, D-Pa.—and 36 repre­ 
sentatives are taking advantage 
of the congressional recess to 
tour America’s major foreign 
problem, some briefly and oth­ 


ers at length. 


MUCH TIME 
Reception of these Very Im ­ 
portant People, making up one 
of the largest of such VIP inva­ 
sions, will take up hours of the 
time 
of 
the

brass, Military and diplomatic, 
from this weekend to Jan. 24. 
“But don’t get the idea we are 
beefing about this,” one official 
said Thursday. “It can be a 
drain, but we always feel it’s 
important that they see the ef­ 


fort out here.” 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunk­ 
er, who tries to see every visit­ 
ing congressman, will be hard 
pressed to make room in his 
busy schedule to meet all 38. 
Many also will call on the 
U.S. military commander, Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland, who 
ordinarily sees about half such 
visitors, depending on the time 
he has available. 
All are handled on a case by 
case basis. They will be taken 


anywhere they went to go and 
see anything they want to see, 
within the bounds of safety. 


ATTACK ON PERCY 
A new U.S. directive requires 
that an armed commissioned of­ 
ficer accompany a congressman 
whenever he leaves the Saigon 
area. 
That directive stemmed 
from a Viet Cong attack when 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., 
and his party made an unescort­ 
ed helicopter flight Dec. 12 to 


inspect the hamlet of Dakson, 
where 
guerrillas 
massacred 
some 200 Montagnard tribes­ 
men. 
The VIPs are housed at hotels 
in Saigon, at military and U.S. 
Agency for International Devel­ 
opment guest houses, or at the 
private homes of U.S. officials. 
Where a congressman stays de­ 
pends on his mission. 
Senators and other high-rank­ 
ing guests sometimes stay with 
Ambassador Bunker or Gen. 


Westmoreland. 
Officials here declined to esti­ 
mate the cost of these trips. 
Some of the costs are paid by 
congressional 
committees 
the 
men represent. Other costs are 
met by U.S. counterpart funds 
in Vietnam. A few congressmen 
pay their own way. 


PLANES ON CALL 
Planes, helicopters and other 
vehicles will be on call and, 
with aides, escort and at times 


newsmen along, the parties can 
be large. 
Some of the congressmen will 
be traveling together. Some will 
have only one aide, while others 
will have a half dozen. Some 
may not leave Saigon. Others 
will make multiple visits to 
areas outside the capital. 
Sen. Kennedy is due to be in 
Vietnam Jan. 2-10 and Sen. 
Clark Jan. 16-22 according to a 
list released by the U.S. mis­ 
sion.

Strength in 
Tense Laos 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) —- Reports 
that North Vietnamese and Pathet Lao 
forces have launched attacks on govern­ 
ment outposts in Laos dramatize the 
strength of the Communists in that land­ 
locked kingdom bordering Vietnam. 
Military and diplomatic sources say 
Pathet Lao and North Vietnamese regulars 
are more active than usual these days in 
Laos, though these sources have failed to 
detect signs of a large scale invasion from 
North Vietnam. The Pathet Lao is a Com­ 
munist rebel movement. 
The Defense Ministry of Laos has called 
the situation serious/ U.S. intelligence 
sources estimate there are 71,735 Com­ 
munist troops in Laos, about 40,000 of 
them North Vietnamese regulars. Ranged 
against them are 74,000 troops and irregu­ 
lars of the Laotian army, made up of two 
often-contending factions, the rightists 
and the neutralists. 
Communist forces have for years con­ 
trolled about half the country along a line 
running from the Red Chinese border in 
the north to the border of Cambodia, 600 
miles to the south. Through this territory 
runs the network of routes known as the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail, along which are tun­ 
neled men and supplies to North Vietna­ 
mese and Viet Cong forces in South Viet­ 
nam. 
The Pathet Lao forces number 29,235 
men. Aligned with them, besides the North 
Vietnamese, are about 2,500 leftwing 
neutralist forces which broke with the 
main neutralist force in Laos. The large 
scale force, in which Pathet Lao and North 
Vietnamese units are reported to be in­ 
termixed. is deployed st .dopcally all the 
way down the spine of the country.

Council Ups Taxes 2

Real estate taxes in the bor­ 
ough were increased by two 
mills Thursday night as Potts­ 
town borough council adopted 
its 1968 operating budget in a 
year-end meeting. 
The increase in taxes on prop­ 
erty

changes the rate from 23 to 
25 mills. 
Voting on the tax increase 
was not 
unanimous, 
as two 
Republican 
council 
members 


said they favored another means 
for balancing a $49,000 budget 
deficit. 
Taking a stand against the 
two mill hike were Republicans 
Wilbert F. O’Dell Jr., Fourth 
Ward, and J. Wayne Knause, 
Seventh Ward. 


SCHOOL TAX 
O’Dell voted against the in­ 
crease, he said, because he 
favored thr 
borough claiming 
half of the revenue raised by 
the 
school 
district’s 
occupa­ 


tional privilege tax. 
It is ..estimated that if the 
borough claimed half the tax 
it would receive more than 
$50,000 as its share. 
O’Dell 
began 
by 
asking 
Borough Solicitor John Henry if 
the 
law 
would 
permit 
the 
borough taking half the tax. 
Henry replied it would be 
possible. 
The 
Republican 
councilman 
then asked Bernard S. Verbit, 
Democratic councilman f r o m 
the First Ward and chairm an of 


council’s 
finance 
committee, 
why the majority favored a two 
mill increase rather than claim­ 
ing half of the “ occupational 
privilege” tax. 


NOT FACING PROBLEM 
Verbit said that to claim half 
would place the school board’s 
budget in “ a precarious posi­ 
tion.” He added that by using 
that method of balancing the 
borough’s budget “we are not 
facing up to the problem.” 
O’Dell countered that raising 


the tax by two mills is “taking 
the easy way out. 
“It is our duty to hold the line 
on taxation, and it would be far 
better to use a tax already im­ 
posed and being paid, rather 
than increase real estate mill- 
age. 
“ As citizens we should be con­ 
cerned with just what we arc 
doing to the people. Every time 
an agency needs money we raise 
real estate taxes,” he added. 
O’Dell said there was prece­ 
dent for claiming half the tax 


because the school board al­ 
ready has claimed half of the 
borough’s real estate transfer 
tax and the amusement tax. 


VOTE IS 5-2 
Voting on the tax ordinance 
resulted in the five Democratic 
members of council favoring it, 
and O’Dell and Knause casting 
ballots against. 
While the borough’s budget 
adopted Thursday night totaled 
nearly $3 million, the only threat

The defense establishment, which is 
the nation's largest employer directly 
and indirectly, also holds a substantial 
inventory of manufacturing tools and 
facilities scattered throughout private 
^industry. 
-- 
How it manages—or mismanages— 
that inventory is the subject of a recent 
.General Accounting Office report. 
What the GAO has found in an 11- 
year study of the more than $11 billion 
worth of government-owned buildings, 
tools, dies and test equipment is that a 
substantial part of the inventory is being 
used by private industry for work other 
than government contracts. 
Some of the utilization of govern­ 
ment assets is legitimate, on a rental 
or contractual basis. 
Some is not. 
Among the examples of alleged im­ 
proper utilization uncovered by GAO 
investigators was a $1.4 million forge 
press in the hands of a contractor who 
turns out parts for jet planes for the 
military. The press, it was found, over 
a three-year period had been operated 
78 percent of the time lor the con­ 
tractor’s private business. 
Another involved S6.1 million worth 
of various tools. 
Over a six-month 
period, these tools had been used 58 
percent of the time on non-government 
orders. There were countless cases of 


other tools similarly misused. 
Under some conditions, particularly 
those in which government work ac­ 
counts for only a small part of the time 
available on the equipment, the Defense 
Department permits contractors to lease 
the assets for use in commercial work. 
The GAO found, however, that lease 
arrangements in a number of cases were 
not made until investigators revealed 
the extent to which the equipment had 
been used for non-government work. 
Two universities and 21 companies 
were labeled by the GAO as benefiting 
illegally through unauthorized use of 
government equipment, although names 
were withheld because some of the firms 
had not replied to the accusations 
against them. 
This is a handsome windfall for 
selected manufacturers, especially in 
situations requiring expensive tooling, a 
bonanza which weighs unfairly in com­ 
petitive markets. It must be stopped. 
The GAO has taken the initial step 
bv exposing some of the illegal em­ 
ployment of public assets for private 
gain. It is now up to the Defense De­ 
partment to take the immediate steps 
needed to prevent further misuse of 
the property under its control. 
The GAO should continue to survey 
the field to be sure those steps are 
taken.

Defiant Isle of Man 


In a world which seems almost un­ 
animously in upheaval, there are not 
many protests which strike a responsive 
chord in the hearts of the adventurous. 
The revolt of the Isle of Man is one. 
Located in the Irish Sea, this small 
island with its 48,000 inhabitants is 
known best to the world for cats with 
no tails and sheep with four horns. But 
the Isle is also becoming known to 
British authorities as a hotbed of fierce­ 
ly independent people who dislike be­ 
ing tola what to do. 
At issue in the dispute between the 
Manxmen and the British government 
is the attempt by London to silence off­ 
shore radio stations. These pirates, as 
they are called by the government, com­ 
pete favorably with the BBC, giving 
their listeners popular fare and sustain­ 
ing themselves through paid com­ 
mercials. 
Britain has succeeded in closing 
down most of the pirates. But there is 
still one anchored off the Isle of Man. 
And the Manx government is defend­ 
ing ferociously its right to continue 
operating. 


While part of the British Isles, Man 
also is something of an independent 
state. 
Great Britain arranges such 
things as defense, currency and foreign 
affairs. 
But Manxmen conduct their 
own internal affairs, make their own 
laws and have the power to veto any 
British laws which affect them. 
Resenting British efforts to silence 
their offshore station, the Manx legisla­ 
ture rejected the bill. 
Britain made 
the mistake of ignoring the rebuff, and 
the independent spirit of the Manxmen 
began to bristle. Where it will end no 
one is predicting. 
But the Isle of Man. which plays 
host to more than a half million visitors 
yearly, has many friends throughout 
the world. 
The communications media of the 
free world also finds it difficult to sym­ 
pathize with the attempts by the gov­ 
ernment-owned and operated BBC to 
silence its privately-owned competition, 
no matter how adventuresome it might 
be. AH in all. the Isle of Man was a 
poor choice of opponents for the British 
government to tackle.

Schweiker Able 
To Breathe Easier 


By JOSEPH DOUGHERTY 
Dick Schweiker is breathing a lot easier now. 
A tremendous burden has been lifted—the 
threat of strong opposition to his candidacy for 
the Republican nomination to the Senate seat 
now held by Philadelphia’s Joseph S. Clark. 
The individual who loomed as Schweiker s 
most formidable opponent has withdrawn in 
favor of the popular congressman from Mont­ 
gomery county. 
John K. Tabor, State Secretary of Internal 
Affairs and a highly regarded Republican in his 
own right, announced his withdrawal last week. 
With Tabor’s removal from the scene, the 
race for the Republican nomination to "t h e 
world’s most exclusive club” no longer will have 
geographical implications. 
Any future opposition to Schweiker will be 
unable to mount a strong campaign along the 
same lines as Tabor that Schweiker is “geo­ 
graphically” unacceptable for the nomination. 
At the outset, when Tabor was uttering all 
the stock pronouncements of a soon-to-announce 
candidate, he focused his objections to Schwei- 
ker’s candidacy on the location of the congress­ 
man’s home. 
The theory was that an Eastern Pennsylvania 
Republican, Senator Hugn Scott, already had 
one of the State’s two U.S. Senate seats sewn 
up. and now the other seat should come from 
the Western portion of the State. 
It should, they said, if political leaders want­ 
ed to be truly fair about the matter. 
Geography plays a major role in candidate 
selections by both political parties. 
The philosophy held by most county poli- 
- 
tical chairmen throughout the State is that you 
can’t let one area get too much in the way of 
public office, or political appointment. 
This was the general thinking of Republi­ 
can leaders who expressed initial reluctance to 
jump onto the Schweiker bandwagon. 
Some felt that eastern Pennsylvania already 
has too much, and to give that section of t h e 
State both U.S. Senate seats would be carrying 
matters too far. 
Not only that, but others put up a valid 
argument for selection of a western Pennsyl­ 
vania man for the party's nominee. 
They said the popularity of Senator Seott 
could be counted on to cut down Clark's metro- 
politian lead in the eastern part of the State, and 
a candidate from the west would reap a huge 
majority, out of pure provincialism u nothing 
else. 
Now the geography question is not much of 
a problem for Schweiker. With th3 endorsement 
, 
of Tabor, who hails from Pittsburgh, he has 
strengthened his foothold in the Republican 
smoke filled rooms of the west. 
But geography as a detriment is very much 
in evidence "back home,” where Schweiker's 
seat in Congress is up for grabs 
Take, for example. State Senator Edwin G. 
HotL 
lie is a dedicated, able and distinguished 
lawmaker, well known to his constituents in the 
24th State Senatorial district. 
Aa former leader of the Montgomery county 
delegation to the State House uf Representa­ 
tives be ks welt qualified to fill Schweiker’s seat 
in Con gres» 
But geography is against him. 
Holl's home is in l^msdale. practically next 
door to Schweiker's residence in Worcester. 
Republican leaders in all other sections of 
the county would storm the county Republican 
Swede street headquarters in Norristown if two 
national offices were given to residents of the 
North Penn area. 
Since the Main Line-York road area is t he* 
most populace in the county. Republican lead­ 
ers there feel they always have a valid claim on 
whatever good things come along tn the «ray 
of public office 
It's a natural reaction that they want every­ 
thing. but in the rase of to honker g suerte»nr, 
many (eel they are correct, fltti the next Mttft* 
gomery county 
representative In Congress 
should come from that area.

Tax Inequities Seen 
In Assessment Rates 


(Editor's Sote: This is the 
second in a series on the sys­ 
tem of real estate tax assess­ 
ments in the borough.)

For a number of years all 
parts 
of 
Montgomery 
county 
have 
looked upon 
Pottstown. 
with its school board and bor­ 
ough levies, as having one of 
the highest real estate taxes. 
Thursday night the real estate 
levy went even higher as Potts­ 
town 
borough 
council 
raised 
taxes for borough purposes by 
two mills to balance a $49.000 
deficit in the 1968 operating 
budget. 
No accurate estimate can be 
given on how many potential 
residents were discouraged by 
the high taxes, and no one knows 
how 
many 
industries 
stayed 
away for the same reason. 


H EA V Y L E V Y 
Yet, 
despite 
the 
apparent 
heavy real estate tax levy, the 
true picture isn’t revealed. 
In reality, the 25 mills levied 
by the borough for a real estate 
tax doesn’t produce as much 
revenue as would 20 mills in an­ 
other community of comparable 
size. 
The reason is that while other 
communities arrive at assessed 
valuation by taking 33 percent 
of the actual property value, the 
assessment figures in Pottstown 
are run on a 20 percent system. 


$1A,000 HO M E 
Suppose a man purchased a 
$10,000 home in West Pottsgrove 
township, or anywhere else in 
Montgomery c o u n t y except 
Pottstown, 
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And suppose that another man 
purchased a home in Pottstown 
for the same pricce. 
The $10,000 h o m e in West 
Pottsgrove would be assessed at 
$3333. while the $10,000 home in 
Potstown would be assessed at 
only $2000. 
Since all taxes are levied on 
the assessed valuation, it’s obvi­ 
ous that inequities exist. 


SHOWN IN P A Y M E N T 
This is clearly illustrated in 
payment of t h e Montgomery 
county real estate tax. 
The county levies a tax of 4Mi 
mills anually for the general op­ 
eration of all county functions. 
The man with the $10,000 home 
in West Potsgrove has to pay 
$14.98 in county real estate tax, 
where the man with the $10,000 
home in Potstown is required to 
pay only $9 to the county. 
The difference between what 
is being paid by property own­ 
ers all over the county, and what 
is paid by Pottstown, has been a 
source of irritation to county 
officials. 
M O RE R E V E N U E 
If the 
borough’s 
assesment 
policies were changed, and the 
rate brought from 20 to 33 per- 
percent, it would mean more 
revenue 
flowing 
into 
county 
coffers. 
But county officials maintain 
this is the least of the reasons 
for a needed reassessment pro­
